(c) a mutein of (a) which is encoded by a DNA sequence, which hybridizes to the 
complement of the native DNA sequence encoding (a) under moderately stringent 
conditions or under highly stringent conditions; or

36 (new). The method of claim 1 7, wherein said mammalian cell line is a CHO cell line 
comprising a DNA sequence encoding SEQ ID NO: 1 and said cell line is cultured at a temperature 
of about 25°C to about 29°C.
